St. Louis Real Estate Exchange 
Says Problem Js Up 
to Landlords. 


The St. Louis Real Estate Ex- 
change, which has been seeking 
rent payments for those on the re- 
lief roll, sent letters to its mem- 
bers today advising them that the 
Social Security Commission would 
not release any funds for rent pay- 
ments for a long time to come, if 
ever. 

This left it to the individual 
property owner to decide, the ex- 
change said, how long he could af- 
ford to house persons on the relief 
roll without collecting rents. No 
rents for those on relief have been 


paid since September, when the 
cost, met by city funds, was $43,- 
000. At that rate tus total for a 
year would be more than $500,000. 

A committee representing the 
Real Estate Exchange conferred 
recently with the St. Louis Advisory 
Board of the Social Security Com- 
mission and William T. Nardin, St. 
Louis member of the commission, 
regarding rent payments. The let- 
ter sent today was the outcome of 
that conference. 

“We were told,” the letter says, 
“that demands for relief in St. Louis

Willis Van Devanter, 79-year-old 
retired Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court, sitting as trial 
Judge, pondered Moore's unexpect- 
ed outburst for some minutes. 

“It's very easy,” he said finally, 
“to throw things into a case when 
they cannot be inquired into and 
confuse the issues. But we cannot 
take the statements of people in 
your position that certan persons 
would do certain things.” 

Amid his accusations, Moore also 
asserted that E. P. Carville, Federal 


| Dsitrict Attorney of Nevada, urged 


him to testify for the Government. 

Prosecutor Maloney asked if

RESTRICTION ON MARRIED MEN 
IN ARMY. AFFECTS 25,000 


Many of These Will Be Refused 
Re-enlistment Unless They Move 
Into Higher Pay Classes. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—More 


than 25,000 enlisted men in the 
army will be affected by the orders 
to corps area commanders to re- 
strict the number of married sol- 
diers. Officers estimated today 
that a large proportion of these 
men would be refused re-enlist- 
ment unles they move into higher 
pay categories. 

Figures for 1936 show that of 
107,000 enlisted men taken into con- 
sideration, 23,159 were married. Of 
this number, 16,741 were in pay 
categories below the first three. 
The new regulations forbid the 
marriage of enlisted men in the 
lower categories because their pay 
is not sufficient to support a family. 

The 25,000 estimate was obtained 


by applying the 1936 ratio to the 
165,000 men now in the army.

Should Be “Deep Dish.” 

The crust on meat pies may be 
both top and bottom crusts, but the 
preference is for the deep dish va- 
riety, or pie with only one crust/ 
Bottom crusts are apt to become 
soggy with the long baking neces- 
sary to bake them well. 

If the filling is rather juicy it is 
sometimes a nice idea to pack mush 
or cooked rice all around the sides 
and bottom of the dish and then 
add the filling—leaving off the top 
crust. This gives an appet 
peek at the contents of the pie 
when it makes its first appearance 
at the table. 

Don’t limit your repertoire to 
just a meat pie, Make it two or 
three more interesting combina- 
tions with which you tempt the 
family’s appetite. 

Here are some ple recipes made 
from canned meats which are avail- 
able everywhere and give you a 
chance to whip up a delicious meal 
in about nothing flat: 

Corned Beef Pie. 

Four potatoes (raw). 

One No. 2 can red kidney beans. 

Twelve-ounce can corned beef. 

One-half green pepper. 

One small onion. 

Two tablespoons butter or oleo- 
margine. 

Chill beef and cut in cubes. Peel 
potatoes and cut in very tiny cubes 
(as small as possible).

Add the cubes of 
corned beef, the beans and their 
liquid, and one teaspoon salt.

Over the top spread the rest of 
the tiny potato cubes, sprinkle 
with salt and pepper and dot with 
bits of butter or margarine. Bake 
1 to 1% hours in a 350 degree F.

They also noted in what ways 
family diets fell short, what food 
elements most generally ran low. 
The study already has advanced to 
the point where many significant 
trends dre evident. And it has il- 
lustrated again the importance of 
the homemaker’s food knowledge 
in determining how well she feeds 
her family. 

Three-fifths of all the families 
were getting diets rated fair or 
poor. The other two-fifths were get- 
ting diets that rated good or very 


good nutritionally. All the families | all 


included in this report were white 
and none of them were on relief. 


Many 

One out of every five families 
studied was getting a diet that, if 
continued over a long period of 
time, will undermine health and 
lower resistance to disease. Two 
out of five were getting diets rat- 
ed fair. A fair diet provides for 
each day’s physical needs but builds 
up little reserve in the body. 

There are a number of factors 
that influence the kind of diet a 
family gets. Some of these are in- 
come, food selection, and home-pro- 
duced food. The last is especially 
important among farm and village 
families. Some families have in- 
comes that allow only a mall 
amount of money for food. In many 
cases this money is not sufficient 
to purchase an adequate diet how- 
ever wisely it is spent. 

As the money spent for food rises, 
the ehances for a better diet rise 
with it. But cost alone is not a 
measure of the desirability of a 
diet. A low-cost assortment of 
foods properly selected may give 
better returns in nutrition and 
health than.a more expensive list 
chosen at random. 


This is where the homemaker 
comes in. How well she selects 
her food depends upon her knowl- 
edge of what makes up a well-bal- 
anced diet. She must know food 
values, know which foods are eco- 
nomical and reliable sources of 
vitamins, protein and energy. 

Value of These Foods. 

Apparently many homemakers do 
not fully realize the value of pro- 
tective foods—milk, butter, eggs, 
green and leafy vegetables, and 
fruits. For the study shows that 
the average diet is better fortified 
in proteins and carbohydrates than 
in the minerals and vitamins that 
these protective foods provide. 

Of the minerals, calcium and iron 
shortages occur most frequently. In 
the North and West, vitamins A 
and B most often run low. In the 
South, it is vitamin G and the pel- 
lagra preventing factors in which 
diets are deficient. 

These shortages show up even 
among families spending fairly 
generous amounts for their food. 
Many of these diets could have 
been improved without spending 
any more money. It merely would 
have been a matter of selecting 
more carefully the food from each 
of the different food groups.

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Her mother was nervous, quick- 
moving, and highly excitable. We 
found that whenever she spoke to 
the child she shouted her high, 
thin voice rising almost to a 
scream. Not in anger. In ner- 
vous excitement. If the child had 
something in her hand and her 
mother thought she ought to put 
it down, she plunged toward the 
child, shouted to her, and snatched 
at the object.

This was an exceptional child. The 
mother was an exceptional person.

children. Voices are too loud, move-

By 
and by when they fall ill we weep 
and send for the doctor and ex- 
pect him to undo in a few minutes 
what we have taken years to do.

Speak clearly, but gently. Don't 
put an overload of energy into each 
phrase, into each tone. Don’t rush 
at children at any time. Move to- 
ward them calmly. Let them know 
you are coming. Instead of snatch- 
ing things from their hands suggest 
oy that they set, it on the ta- 
ble. 

You can know that you are over- 
scaring children if they look fright- 
ened when spoken to; if they duck 
as you go toward them; if they 
sleep fitfully; have tantrums; are 
generally ungtable. Deal gently 
with children and it won't do any 
harm to do the same by older folk.
